SUBJECT; Six-day work week 


1. The six-day work week which vs embarked upon last July, 
soon after the outbreak of war in Korea, has served its purpose » 
Dangerous backlogs in several areas of OCD - backlogs which might 
have caused serious failures in service during a critical period - 
have boon whittled down considerably, and the atmosphere of. inter- 
national crisis itself has temporarily subsided to some degree*

2. There are now only a few areas in OCD with heavy backlogs, 
and it seems wise to abandon the six-day work week and let all 
hands profit to the fullest extent possible from the autumn week-
